— The Rules for a competitive exami- 
nation to be held by the Union Public Service Commission 
in J 971 for the purpose of filling vacancies in the following 
Services/posts are published for general information : — 

(i) Central Secretariat Service — Assistants’ Grade; 

(ii) Grade IV of the General Cadre (Assistants) of the 
Indian Foreign Service (B); 

(iii) Railway Board Secretariat Service — Grade TV 

(Assistants); 

(iv) Anned Forces Headquarters Civil Service — Assistants' 
Grade; 

(v) Posts of Assistants in the Department of Tourism/ 
Department of Parliamentary Affairs/Department of 
Atomic Energy /Cabinet Secretariat (Statistics A 
Industrial Statistics) /Election Commission of India/ 
Research Designs & Standards Organization, Luck- 
now and certain other Departments of the Central 
Government not included within the purview of the 
Central Secretariat Service/Indian Foreign Service 
(B) /Railway Board Secretariat Service/Armed For- 
ces Headquarters Civil Service. 

A candidate may compete in respect of any one or more 
of the Services/posts mentioned above.

Certificate of eligibility will not, however, be necessary in 
the case of candidates belonging to any on; of the following 
categories : — 

( i ) Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan before 
the nineteenth day of July.

the examination, or of using or attempting to use unlair means- 
in the exeminutien hall or of misbehaviour in Ihe examina- 
tion hall, may, in addition to renderng himself liable to 
criminal prosecution, — 

(a) be debarred permanently or for a specified period : 

(i) by the Commission, from admission to any 
examination or appearance at any interview held 
by the Commission for selection of candidates; 
and 

fii) by the Central Government from employment 
under them. 

(b) be liable to disciplinary action under the appropriate 
rules, if he is already in service under Government. 

16. Reservation shall be made for candidates belonging 
to the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes in respect 
of vacancies as may be fixed by the Government. 

Scheduled Castcs/'l ribes mean any of the Castes/Tribes 
mentioned in the Scheduled Castcs/Tribcs Lifts (Modification)

Haveli) Scheduled Tribes Order, 1962, the Constitution (Pon- 
dicherry) Scheduled Castes Order, 1964, the Constitution 
(Scheduled Tribes) (Uttar Pradesh ) Order, 1967. the Cons-

17. After the examination, the candidates will be arranged 
by the Commission in the order of merit as disclosed by the 
aggregate marks finally awarded to each candidate; and in 
that order so many candidates as are found by the Commis- 
sion to be qualified by the examination shall be recommended 
lor appointment up to the number of unreserved vacancies 
decided to be filled on the results of the examination : 

Provided that any candidate belonging to the Scheduled 
Castes or the Scheduled Tribes who though not qualified by 
the standard prescribed by the Commission for any Service/ 
post is declared by them to be suitable for appointment thereto 
with due regard to the maintenance of efficiency of adminis- 
tration, shall be recommended for appointment to vacancies 
reserved for members of the Scheduled Castes and the Sche- 
duled Tribes, as the case may be, in that Service/post. 

18. The form and manner of communication of the result 
of the examination to individual candidates shall be decided 
by the Commission in their discretion, and the Commission 
will not enter into correspondence with them regarding the 
result. 

19. Due consideration will be given, at the time of making 
appointments on the results of the examination, to the prefer- 
ences expressed by a candidate for various Services/posts, at 
the time of his application (cf. col. 25 of the application 
form ) . 

20. Appointments will be made on probation for a period 
of two years. The period of probation may be extended, if 
considered necessary. 

21. Candidates will be required to pass a test in typewrit- 
ing conducted by the Secretariat Training School at 
a minimum speed of 30 words per minute, within a 
period of two years from the date of appointment to the 
Assistants’ Grade. In the event of their failure to pass the test 
within the prescribed period, they shall not be entitled to 
draw any further increments in the Assistants’ Grade until 
they pass such test or are exempted from this requirement 
under a special or general order; and on passing or being 
exempted from the test, their pay shall be reflxed as if their 
increments had not been withheld, but no arrears of pay shall 
be allowed lor the period the increments had been withheld. 

22. Conditions of Service for Assistants in the Central 
Sccietarial Service, Indian Foreign Service (B), the Railway 
Board Secretariat Service, the Armed Forces Headquarters 
Civil Service, the posts of Assistants in the Election Comm's- 
sion of India and the Department of Tourism, are briefly 
stated in Appendix III.

Account will be taken of 
arrangements, general expression and workmanlike use of the 
language. 

(3) Arithmetic : 

Ratio and proportion, percentage, average, graphical 
representation of data, reading of linear graphs and 
tabulation of data. 

The questions will be designed to test intelligence, accu- 
racy and rapidity in working. 

(4) General Knowledge including Geography of India : 

Knowledge of current events and of such matters of 
every day observation and experience in their scien- 
tific aspects as may be expected of an educated 
person who has not made a special study of any 
scientific subject. The paper will include questions 
on geography of India. The paper may also include 
questions on History of India o£ a nature which 
candidates should be able to answer without special 
study.

(ii) any other post, under the Central Government 
or a State Government, the minimum and the 
maximum of the scale of pay of which were 
not less than rupees 160 and rupees 450 respec- 
tively in the cise of a post held prior to 1st 
July 1959 and rupees 210 and rupees 530 res- 
pectively in the case of a post held on or after 
1st Julv 1959. 

— Any permanent or regularly appointed temporary 
officer of the Assistants' Grade of the Central Secretariat 
Service \yho joined the Armed Forces during the period of 
operation of the Proclamation of Emergency issued on 26th 
October, 1962, namely 26th October, 1962. to 9th January, 
1968, would on reversion from the Armed Forces, be allowed 
to count the period of his service (including the period of 
training if any) in the Armed Forces towards the prescribed 
minimum service. 

(2) Age.~-( a) He should not be more than 40 yetrs 
of age, l.e, he must not have been bora earlier than 
1st July, 1930. 

Provided that 

(i) any candidate born earlier than 1st July, 1930, but 

not earlier than 1st July, 1929, who had rendered 

a continuous service of not less thun five years on 

1st July 1969, and 

(ii) any candidate born earlier than 1st July, 1929. but 

not earlier than 1st July 1928, who had rendered 

a continuous service of not less than five years on 

1st July. 196$. 

in any one or as the case may be, more than- one of the posts 
mentioned in Rule 4(1) above, shall also be eligible for ad- 
mission to this examination as a special case. This relaxa'ion 
would be admissible for the examination to be held in 1971 
only.

(viii) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate 
is a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin from 
Burma and has migrated to India on or after 
1st June. 1963;

(ix) up to a maximum of eight years if Et candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled 
Tribe and is also a bona fide repatriate of 
Indian origin from Burma and htis migrated 
to India on or after 1st June, 1963; 

(x) up to a maximum of three years in the case 
of Defence Services personnel disabled in opera- 
tions during hostilities with any foreign country 
or in a disturbed area, gind released as a 
consequence thereof; 

(xi) up to a maximum of eight years in the case of 
Defence Services personnel, disabled in opera- 
tions during hostilities with any foreign 
country or in a disturbed area, and released as 
a consequence thereof, who belong to the 
Scheduled Castes or the Scheduled Tribes; and 

(xii) up to a maximum of three years, if a candidate 
is a resident of the Union Territory of Goa, 
Daman and Diu. 


SAVE AS PROVIDED ABOVE THE AGE LIMIT PRES- 
CRIBED CAN IN NO CASE BE RELAXED. 

Note 1 . — Assistants who are on deputation to ex-cadre 
posts with the approval of the competent authority will be 
eligibl to be admitted to the examination, if otherwise eli- 
gible.

8. Any attempt on the part of a candidate to obtain sup- 
port for his candidature bv any means may disqualify him for

9. Candidates must pay the fee prescribed in Annexure I 
to the Commission's Notice. 

10. After the examination, candidates will be arranged by 
the Commission in the order of merit as disclosed by the 
aggregate marks finally awarded to each candidate; and in 
that order so many candidates as are found bv the Commis- 
sion to be qualified by the examination, shall be recommended 
for inclusion in the Select List of the Section Officers’ Grade 
up to the required number. 

Provided that any candidate belonging to the Scheduled 
Castes or the Scheduled Tribes, who though not qualified by 
the standard prescribed by the Commission, is declared by 
them to be suitable for inclusion in the Select List for the 
Section Officers' Grade with due regard to the maintenance 
of efficiency of administration, shall be recommended for in- 
clusion therein up to the number reserved for members of 
the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes, as the case 
may be. 

Norn. — Candidates should clearly understand that this is 
a competitive and not a qualifying examination. The number 
of persons to be included in the Select List for the Section 
Officers’ Grade on the results of the examination is entirely 
within the competence of Government to decide. No candi- 
date will therefore, have anv claim for inclusion in the Select 
List on the basis of his performance in this examination, as a 
matter of right. 

11. The form and manner of communication of the result 
of the examination to individual candidates shall be decided 
by the Cammisrion in their discretion and the Commission 
will not enter into correspondence with them regarding the 
result. 

12. Success in the examination confers no right to selection 
unless Government are satisfied, after such enquiry as may be 
considered necessary, that the candidate is eligible and suit- 
able iu all respects for selection. 

Provided that the decision as to ineligibility for selection 
in the case of any candidate recommended for selection by 
the Commission shall be taken in consultation with the Com- 
mission. 

13. A candidate, who, after applying for admission to the 
examination or after appearing at it, resigns his appointment 
in the Central Secretariat Service or otherwise quits the 
Service or sevens bis eonniotion with it, or whose services 
arc terminated by his Department or who is appointed to an 
ex-cadre post or to another service on ‘transfer’ and does 
not have a lien in the Assistants Grade, as the care may be, 
will not he eligible for appointment on the results of this 
examination. 

This, however, does not apply to an Assistant who has 
been appointed on deputation to an e.v-cadre post with the 
approval of the competent authority. 

14. The seniority of candidates who joined the Armed 
Forces during the period of operation of the Proclamation of 
Emergency issued on 26th October, 1962, namely 26th Octo- 
ber, 1962, to 9th January. 1968, and who could not compete 
at the Section Officers’ Grade Limited Departmental Compe- 


titive Examinalion(s) held during the period of their Service 
in the Armed Forces shall be regulated in accordance with 
the special orders issued by the Government of India in this 
behalf, in the case they ar e finally recommended for inclusion 
in the Select List for the Section Officers’ Grade on the results 
of this examination.
